The  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE 

URBAN  DISTRICT  OF  GREAT  DRIFFIELD, 

EOR  THE  YEAR  1916. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  3Ist  December  1915. 

The  number  of  births  and  deaths  registered  show  that  there  were  99  births  and  99  deaths,  compared  with 
139  births  and  114  deaths  for  last  year,  and  126  births  and  102  deaths  for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  births  there  were  52  males  and  47  females.  The  nett  birth-rate  was  17.6  per  1000,  last  year  it  was 
24.3  per  1000.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  six  years  was  22.2  per  1000.  The  birth-rate  is  the  lowest,  for 
ten  years.  As  Driffield  birth-rate  has  always  been  amongst  the  highest  in  Urban  Districts  of  the  Administrative 
County,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  other  Urban  Districts  will  also  show  a decrease. 

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.9  per  1000,  and  less  the  244  towns  20.7  per  1000  living. 

Of  the  deaths  there  were  49  males  and  50  females. 

Transferable  Deaths  As  16  deaths  of  non-residents  were  registered  in  the  district,  and  11  deaths  of 
residents  were  not  registered  in  the  district  the  nett  death-rate  was  16.8  per  1000  of  an  estimated  civil  population 
of  5563.  At  the  Census  of  1911  it  was  5676. 

The  crude  death-rate  was  17.6  per  1000,  and  the  standardized  14.12  per  1000. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  crude  death-rate  was  15.1  per  1000,  and  the  standardized  death-rate  14.8  per 

1000. 

Last  year  the  death-rate  was  18.4  per  lOOO. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  last  six  years  was  15.8  per  1000. 

For  the  last  fifteen  years  the  average  death-rate  for  Driffield  Las  been  almost  continuously  above  the  general 
death-rate  of  the  Riding,  but  this  year  except  for  unfortunate  accidents  it  would  have  been  comparatively  low. 
The  Infant  Mortality  under  one  year  was  12  compared  with  20  last  year,  18  the  previous  year,  and  6 for  1912. 

The  rate  per  1000  nett  births  was  123.7  compared  with  144.9  last  year.  The  average  death-rate  for  the 
last  six  years  was  104.4  per  1000  births. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  deaths  under  one  year  to  1000  births  was  llO. 

The  number  of  deaths  amongst  illegitimate  children  for  six  years  influenced  the  death-rate  from  all  causes 
by  increasing  it. 

The  most  fatal  period  of  life  was  65  years  and  upwards,  the  number  was  35,  between  44  and  66  there  were 
26,  and  under  one  year  there  were  twelve  deaths. 

The  causes  of  death  were Cancer  l4  cases.  Bronchitis  10,  Phthisis  8,  other  Tuberculous  diseases  4, 
Violent  Deaths  7,  Whooping  Cough  6,  Organic  Heart  Disease  6,  Pneumonia  4,  Congenital  Debility  including 
Premature  Birth  4,  Measles  1,  Diarrhoea  1,  Suicide  1. 

Other  Defined  Diseases  26.  The  total  deaths  in  Institutions  in  the  District  were  24,  of  which  5 were  from 
Organic  Heart  Disease,  2 from  Cancer,  2 from  Bronchitis,  one  from  Pneumonia,  and  14  from  other  J*etiueu 
Diseases. 

The  causes  of  death  under  one  year  were  Whooping  Cough  2,  Convulsions  2,  Premature  Births  2,  Atrophy 
Debility  and  Marasmus  2,  Abdominal  Tuberculosis  1,  Bronchitis  1,  Pneumonia  1,  Enteritis  1. 

Notified  Infectious  Diseases.  There  were  28  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  33  last  year.

For  the  last  two  years  there  was  no  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  District.  All  the  cases  can  be  traced  to  a 
Soldier  who  came  home  on  furlough  about  the  end  of  July,  and  was  ill  in  bed  for  about  three  weeks,  except  one 
case  which  was  notified  on  August  I6th  from  another  part  of  the  district;  it  may  have  had  the  same  origin  as  the 
others.  They  have  all  been  isolated  in  wards  at  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  and  Driffield  Cottage  Hospital  taken 
over  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  Beverley.  Three  of  them  had  recovered  before  being  confined  to  the 
Wards,  but  they  were  all  carriers  of  the  disease,  One,  the  first  case  notified  had  been  isolated  at  home,  but  the 
ptUer  two  vrere  not  isolated  at  all.

Tlie  whole  of  the  cases  have  recovered,  but  give  a widal  reaction  in  all  dilutions  to  1 in  lOO,  and  are  still 
isidated.  A temporary  Isolation  Hospital  is  being  built  in  the  District,  and  is  now  nearly  completed. 

A considerable  number  of  Military  Forces  have  been  resident  in  the  District  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  and  no  Infectious  disease  has  been  notified,  but  a case  of  Measles  from  among  them  was  isolated  at  the 
Hospital,  with  the  result  that  there  was  no  infection  from  it. 

There  were  seven  Dwelling-houses  inspected  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909, 
none  of  them  were  found  unfit  for  human  habitation. 


There  were  nine  Dwelling-houses  made  fit  for  habitation  without  formal  representation.  ' The  general 
character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  were  bad  closet  accommodation  and  bad  yard  paving.
